jsince there is not a state constitution 
in tile nation so utterly republican as 
that of Oklahoma. The rejection, then 
would have to be made, tf at all, be­ 
cause of conflict with the federal con 
stitution. The closest scrutiny of the 
Oklahoma instrument shows no possible 
point of such conflict. It was careful­ 
ly drawn with the idea of avoiding just 
this difficulty. The president went to 
the unusual length of threatening re­ 
jection if a provision for “jim-crow” 
cars were included, whereupon it was 
stricken out. As he indicated no other 
objection, he left the inference to be 
draw’n that he had none. 
I* rom the standpoint of the common 
people, the Oklahoma constitution is 
the? most progressive ever adopted by 
an American commonwealth. 


It provides, among other things, for 
direct nominations of a|| elective of­ 
ficers; for an elective corporation com­ 
mission; for the prohibition of watered 
Stock; for a labor and arbitration com­ 
mission; for a fellow servant law; for 
the initiative and referendum; for 2- 
cent passenger fares, and for state 
Ownership 'of segregated mineral lands. 
It also prohibits railroads from owning

ploy es to arbitration. 
Very properly—indeed of necessity — 
the constitution leaves to the legislature 
much of the task of providing protec­ 
tion for honest labor. That body must 
Work out the bulk of .the details neces­ 
sary.

An exceedingly interesting collec­ 
tion of Etruscan 
curios 
is 
being 
placed on exhibition for 
the 
first 
time In the Smithsonian institution. 
All those who think that hair pins, 
pins to keep garments In place when 
tho buttons are gone, safety 
pins, 
tweezers and articles for the mani­ 
cure table are of modern invention 
should examine these relies, dating 
back 1,000 and 5,000 years. 
The modern safety pin is a poor 
affair when viewed beside the dozen 
or 
more 
varieties 
brought 
from 
Etruria. 
The most ornate were ob­ 
tained in Chins!, the ancient Clusl- 
mn, city of Macaulay’s Ears Porsena. 
who was so versatile in the tine art 
of swearing that his name is immor­ 
tal. 
The men of Ciusium used the 
safety pin with as much ease as their 
womankind. 
Some 
of 
the 
long 
bronze articles could keep the heav­ 
ie s t blanket in place and some were 
undoubtedly to keep the trappings 
'of horses In order. 
Others lire so 
•delicate and finely wrought iii sil­ 
ver. gold and bronze, that their own­ 
ers must have been fur advanced in 
the art of looking pretty. 
Some are 
■ of twisted wire, looking very much 
' like the modern filigree brooch, with 
1 rings and ornaments pending, just as 
they do now from the bangle bracelet 
of the modern, belle. 
Tho savants 
at the Smithsonian think that some 
iii XEC ii or more of these dainty pius 
were used to confine the loose flowing 
robe of the Etruscan grande dame.

the Biological Survey', aims to presellt 
briefly the best methods of hunting, 
trapping, anta poisoning wolves and 
coyotes, of finding the dens and de­ 
stroying the young, and of fencing to 
protect stock. 
By the methods given 
herein the numbers of wolves and 
coyotes, may. be rapidly diminished 
and the looses of atock thereby re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
lf th*? tune of breeding, character 
of breeding grounds, and habits of 
wolves are known, the dens may be 
easily located and the pups secured. 
In this way.-more effectually and eco­ 
nomically than any other, increase of 
wolves and coyotes may be prevented, 
'l’lie large size, of the litters makes 
the method especially important, as 
wolves usually have six to ten pups 
and coyotes five to nine. 
It is now 
positively known that both wolves 
and coyotes pair for the breeding sea­ 
son, ami that the males stay with the 
females and help feed and care for 
the pups during the summer. 
In 
the 
western 
Un ft cd 
States 
wolves breed mainly in valley and 
foothill country or in low mountains. 
For breeding dens they Choose, if pos­ 
sible, natural cavities or washed-out 
hollows on south slopes 
of 
rocky 
or badland ridges. 
There is usually 
a high point not far from the den. 
where the old male stands guard dur­ 
ing the day. 
In the north good tracking snow 
usually lies on the ground during 
the early part of the breeding season. 
which renders the finding of dens par­ 
ticularly easy, but even on bare ground 
there is little difficulty in locating 
every wolf den. This may be done by 
simply riding along the crests of the 
ridges until the wolf tracks are found. 
The tracks once found, the direction 
of the den can be told from the lay 
of the land. 
Near the den the tracks 
usually gather into well worn trails 
that may be followed on bare ground 
as readily as on snow. 
Coyotes make their dons in the 
same kinds of places as wolves, and 
also dig burrows or use old badger 
holes, slightly enlarged; so a spade 
is often necessary iii getting out the 
young. 
Ranchmen cannot afford to let wolf 
or coyote pups grow up on or near 
their ranges when an hour s ride will 
often serve to locate the dens. 
Tho 
young pups of both wolves and co­ 
yotes are nearly black, but as they 
grow older the color fades to dull yel­ 
lowish, and when about three mouths 
old a new light-gray coat, is acquired. 
For wolves the host No. 4 double 
spring trap with heavy welded or 
special wolf chain should be used. 
lf the trap is to be fastened to a sta­ 
tionary object, the chain should have 
a swivel at each end. 
lf to a drag, 
one swivel is enough. 
Always use a

the hands, spitting near the trap, or 
in any way leaving a trace of human 
od^rs near by should be avoided. Old, 
weil-scented gloves should be worn, 
and a little of the scent used for tho 
trhps should be nibbed on the shoe 
soles. A piece of old cowhide may be 
used to stand on and to pile the loose 
earth on while burying the drag and 
trap. 
For coyotes use the best No. 3 dou­ 
ble spring trai>. unless in a wolf coun­ 
try. where it is better to use a trap 
strong enough to hold a wolf. In set­ 
ting the trap use the same method 
and bait as for wolves, but the traps 
may be staked or fastened to a sta­ 
tionary object with more safety. 
Success in trapping depends large­ 
ly upon the use of a scent that will 
attract wolves and coyotes to the 
traps and keep them tramping and 
pawing there until caught. Meat bait 
alone is of little use and often, indeed, 
scares the animals away. 
Of the 
many scents and combinations tested 
the fetid bait has proved most suc­ 
cessful. 
No poison has as yet proved so ef­ 
fective as pure sulphate of strychnine, 
provided the proper dose is used. The 
'most effective dose is four grains for 
wolves and two grains for coyotes. 
The common three-grain gelatin cap­ 
sules sold by druggists will hold, if 
well filled, four grains of strychnine 
and arc better than the larger cap­ 
sules. The regular two-grain capsules 
should lie used for coyotes. The cap­ 
sules should be filled, securely cap­ 
ped. and every trace of the intensely 
bitter drug wiped from the outside. 
Each capsule should bo, inserted in 
a piece of beef suet the size of a 
walnut and the cavity securely closed 
to keep out moisture. 
Lean meat 
should not bo used, as the juice soon 
dissolves the gelatin of the capsule. 
The necessary tntmbFr of poisoned 
baits may be prepared and carried in 
a tin can or pail. They should never 
be handled except with gloved hands 
or forceps. The baits may be dropped 
from horseback along a scented drag 
line made by dragging an old bone or 
piece of bide well saturated with the 
fetid scent, or they may be placed 
around or partly under any carcass* 
on which the wolves or coyotes aro, 
feeding, or along trails which they^ 
are in the habit of following. 
Gelatin capsules quickly dissolve in 
the juices of the stomach. Strychnine 
taken on an empty stomach sometimes] 
kills in a very few minutes, but on a 
full stomach its action is much slow-] 
er. and tin* animal may have time toi 
travel a considerable distance.

Scottish Mining Engineer. 


January 28 was an interesting cen- 


tenary, that of the first experimental 
lighting of a street with gas lamps in 
England, for on that 
date, 
1807, 


through the exertions ol Frederick Al- 
bert Wlnsor, Pall Mall was Illuminated 
with a series of these now familiar 
sources of light, says the London 
Globe. 


Winsor's work was the development 


of the earlier experiments and sug- 
gestions of William Murdock, a Scot- 
tish mining engineer employed In the 
Redruth mines, Cornwall. 
Murdock 


appears to have been the first to sug- 
gest that (as might be conveyed In 
tubes and used instead of lamps and 
candles. 
He made a very ingenious 


gas lantern for himself, with which be 
used to light his way over the Cornish 
moon at night. This lantern consist- 
ed of a bag Oiled with gas and fitted 
wltX a tube, at the end of which the 
gas could be lighted. 


Carrying the bag under his arm, 


Murdock used to lighten his way home 
at night. On meeting any one It is 
said that he would give the bag 
a 


squeeze and thus send out a long 
tongue of flame. This led to his beinj 
looked upon as 
the 
demon of th 


Cornish moors.
